The proceedings were as uninteresting
as could be conceived, mnd nothing re-
lieved them from utter routine monotony
except the display of flowers which made
the House and BSenate like conservatories,
suggesting in‘allibly the first day of o ses-
sion, and added to this was the genersl
handsheking and congratulations and ¢hafi.
ing, telling of the holding of a recent eleo-
tion st which many of the members bad
suffered both as individuals and as members
of parties

Most Pecnliar Case on Hecord

Probably not since the war has there oe-
earred a seene a0 peenlinr in this respeet,
ut the first meeting of Congresa sfter s na-
tional election. Heretofore if the Demo-
crats had the Hoose the Republicans had
the Senste During the short period when
the Demoorats bad the Senate the Repub-
licans had either the House or tho Presi-
dent, or both. When the Demotrats had
the President and the House the Repub-
licans defied them with a majorify in the
Beoate.

At the late election, for the first time in
long years, & party ecaptured President,
House and Senste at one swoop, and to the
chaffing of their antagonists the Republi-
cans enuld hardly think of anything to say
in reply except that the Democrsts had not
zarried Pennsylvanis. This was a pleas-
antry that was not carried to excess,

The Iowa Bepublicans exceptionally were
inelined to erow not a little over the Demo-
erats in poiuting to the gallant manner in
wlileh they had redeemed their State

Teed Givesas Good as He Gots.

Ex-Speaker IHeed was the butt of the
keenest railiery. Around hiy chair was
gathered constamily & group of leading
Denioerats, who subjected him to a galling
eross-fire of wit and saressm;, to which he
replied in kind, making the best of the cir-
cumstaneen

Over in the Senate sinilar scenes took
ploce. Republican Senators trom States
which were carried by the Demoerats were
targets for no end of witticism.

Some of the
Republicans spoke seriously in reply to
Demoeratic raillery, avowing a genuine
pleasure that their old antazonists had” at
last captured the sdministration. If they
were to hnve the President and the House,
it was best they should bave the Senate
slso, and take the whaole responsibility.

One significant thing about this meles of
